the prisoner 
There has not been any 


conversation 
between tho Attorney 


General and Tweed as to tho amount 
of the restitution that the accused 
shall make to the city that he plunder- 
ed. The report of a disagreement be- 
tween Mr. i'eckham and Mr. Fairchild 
as to the mode of conducting legal 
proceedings against the ring thieves the 
latter declares "untrue. 
Mr. Peckham 


holds the same position in them that 
he always held. In conclusion, it may 
be stated that no agreement has yet 
been made with Tweed by the State 
law authorities through which he will 
obtain his freedom. 
The 


terms of tho settlement so far as agreed 
upon involve tbe payment of money, 
amounting to nearly a million of dol- 
lars, or at least that amount ia what ia 
as good as money to tho city. Among

Farmers Beware!—Tho business of 


stealing cattle, hogs and horses seems to 
je a kind of profession in this part of 
he country and is being reduced to a 
science by those engaged in the nefari- 
ous work. In Logan county several ar- 
rests have recently been made of persons 
implicated in stealing cattle, and the 
suspicion is that there is an extensive 
jombination or ring engaged in the nu- 
merous thefts which have been recently 
perpetraled.
